Charles Kennedy , a 
ru ral 
rou te 
mail carrier of Carthage, was stru ck 
by a train this morning abou t 8 :30 
o’clock, ju st as he started ou t on his 
rou te, and was almost instantly kill­ 
ed. 
The accident occu rred near the 
canning factory at the edge of town, 
and the train was an ex tra, consist­ 
ing of an engine and caboose. 
The 
mangled form of the man was picked 
u p and carried to the Big Fou r rail­ 
road station where 
Kennedy 
soon 
breathed his last. He nev er regained 
consciou sness. 
fpThe wagon was completely demol­ 
ished and the horse instantly killed. 
After the deceased was pronou nced 
dead the remains were taken to an 
u ndertaking establishment and Cor­ 
oner Coleman of this city was su m­ 
moned. 
The coroner made a thor­ 
ou gh inv estigation of the premises 
and those who witnessed the acci­ 
dent. 
He will make his report in a 
few day s. 
Some say the 
engineer 
blew a 
warning 
whistle, while a 
majority 
claim that it was not blown u ntil a f­ 
ter the engine crashed into the u n­ 
fortu nate mail carrier. 
On accou nt 
of it being an ex tra train Kennedy 
ev idently did not su rv ey the tracks 
before he attempted to driv e across. 
Kennedy had been in the serv ice 
since it was inau gu rated, ov er sev en 
y ears ago, and was one of the best 
liked men in the serv ice. 
Ilis u n­ 
timely death has cau sed a shadow of 
sorrow to fall 
011 the Qu aker com­ 
mu nity , where he cou nted his friends 
by the nu mber of*his acq u aintances. 
Deceased was forty -fiv e y ears of 
age. 
He leav es a widow and one 
son, Ross, fifteen y ears of age. 
His 
half-brother, Forrest Kennedy , is the 
well knowu i restau rant man of C ar­ 
thage. 
The v ictim of the 
accident 
was a member of the Modern Wood­ 
man lodge, and carried a $1000 life 
insu rance policy . 
Fu neral arrange­ 
ments were not completed today .
